CONSTRUCTION WORK 


Is proceeding rapidly since arrival of 
iron structural work. Will be a 


fine structure 


Since the arrival of the heavy 
iron structural work for the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company’s new block, 
work is proceeding rapidly. An in- 
creasec foree of men have been put 
on and everything possible is being 
done to push the building through 
to* completion with regard to thor- 
ough workmanship . 

This handsome block is situated on 
the corner of Third street and Jas- 
per avenue, will be one of the finest 
structures in the city, It will con- 
sist of a large full sized basement 
ana three storeys. The brick founda- 
tions have been laid, and part of the 
brick work of the second and rhird 
storeys have been completed. Altho- 
ugh ‘the building, as it will be con- 
structed now will consist of three 
storeys, a very significant fact is 
that the brick foundations of the 
block have been made sufficient for 
a five or six storey building. The 
block will have one hundred and 
three feet frontage on Jasper ayenue 
and one hundred feet frontage on 
Third street. It will be constructed 
of pressed brick with Calgary stone 
finish. During the recent visit 
of the Hudson’s Bay Commissioner, 
C. C. Chipman, of Winnipeg, to the 
city. he inspected the building and 
statec that Edmonton pressed brick 
was of a finer quality and appear- 
ance than any he had seen e)Sewhere. 
A freight elevator will be installed 
in the block, and provision is being 
made for a passenger elevator at a 
later date. The building will be 
heatea by steam and two large boil- 
ers have been installed in the base- 
ment, A dynamo for electric pur- 
poses, will be installed, although it 
is not yet decided definitely whether 
the company will light their own 
building or not. The dynamo _ will 
be on hand for any possibility, An 
electric cash system will ‘be installed 
in the store, the two boilers having 
sufficient capacity for the operating 
of the electric cash system, the ele- 
vators and the electric lighting plant 
The whole store will be fitted up 
in the most up-todate fashion with- 
ll the modern conveniences. The 
electric lighting system is very clab- 
orate, 

The basement affords great store 
room space. In the basement will be 
situated the boilers and the electric 
light dynamo. The boilers have been 
bricked ‘in ‘and will be ready for use 
as soon as required.. 

The ground floor will have entran- 
ces leading from both Jasper avenue 
ana Third street. The large nain 


entrance will be finished with Cal- 
gary sandstone, rubbed, with rounded 
columns, There Wili be eight large 
plate glass windows on the Jasper 
avenuc front, of the ground floor, 
ana seven on the Third street front, 
These will afford abundance of light 
in the store. The ground floor, sec- 
ond ‘anathird storeys will be divided 
ito the different departments, inclu- 
ding dry goods, groceries, boots and 
shoes. gents’ furnishings, hardware, 
etc, The new store wi}l have several 
departments which are not in che 
old store. A large portion of the se- 
conc ‘floor will be devoted to the dis- 
play of household furnishings, such 
as carpets, wall papers, ete. ‘itere 
will also be a millinery and a dress- 
making establishment in connection 
with the store, 

The offices of the Co. will be on 
the ground floor at the rear, Pro- 
vison has been m&de for ample o fee 
room ana the old Hudson's Bay Fort 
offices will be moved to the town 
store. Adjoining the offiees the 
large brick veulte bave been con- 
structed, “The eompany intend ;ak- 
ing this store the great distributing | 
point’ and their headquarters for alt | 
supplies for the Peace river and A-! 
thabasea river districts.

Nor’-West, Farmer: 

These fruits are natives of northern 
latitudes, and there is no reason why 
every farmer in this country should 
not now have 2 goodly number of 
bushes about his house. They re- 
quire ‘less attention than most other 
fruits, and their reliability and rruit- 
fulness ‘make them about the :nost 
profitable of cultivated fruits. While 
itis true that anyone who selects the 
right varieties can grow currants and 
gooseberries, still there is @ wrong 
way ever to do this, and the follow- 
ing pointers from E.B . Waldron, of 
she North Dakota experimental sta- 
tien are of value, 

These fruits do best only in a heavy 
moist soi. inacool jocation, ana one 
is not likely to hurt his prospects for 
frui: ‘by having the soil too rich Set 
them four by eight feet apart and 
give them the same clean tillage that 
al: fruits should have. They require 
nd protection in the winter, but a 
good Govering of mulchis an advyan- 
tage in ‘dry open winters. If the 
grounc’ is very free from grass and 
weeds this may be left on for @ 
time. tultivation meanwhile being 
omitted, 

Success with currants and goose- 
berries depends largely on pruning, 
the common error being to allow the 
plants to ‘become too thick. About 
six or eight well grown canes’ will 
yield more and better fruit than a 
large number, and the picking and 
cultivation will also be easier. Canes 
should’ be removed when four years 
old and enough new ones allowed to 
take their place, but no more. With 
eight canes to a plant, removing two 
old ones, and allowing two new ones 
to grow each year keeps the number 
constant, 

Ir. this latitude the canes are’ not 
likely to groewtootall,but at any 
rate they should be kept to a height 
not exceeding three feet, and if they 
show rv straggling habit should be 
prunea to make them trim and up- 
right.

dian rivals in the possession of wind 
guages, Several sights and wind 
guages have been brought to the 
attention of the Minister of Miltia, 
and ‘the best will shortly be selected 
and ‘applied to the service of the 
Dominion, so that Canadian shots 
may suffer no handicap on the 
rifle range or on the field of battle.

any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 
ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the distriet in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in whick the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
lans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
ja eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
oribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
he satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


1p. 

4 settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, raust 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings ter their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties apon 
thei: first homesteads’ to entitle 
then. to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent 
must ive six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 


Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention |
